WORLD WAR EXCLUDED 


W a rs of United States Cost $6,800,- 
000,000 In Pensions. 


W ashington, Nov. 19.— According to 
th o latest tabulation made by tile In­ 
te rio r d e p a rtm e n t through the' 
pen­ 
sion bureau, the wars of the United 
States, exclusive of the world 
war, 
have cost the nation $6,836,182,860 in 
pensions. 
T he figures represent pen­ 
sions paid by the government begin­ 
ning in the year 1790 and extending U] 
to and including 1924. 
They include 
every w ar 
except 
th e 
world w ar 
Moro pensions w ere paid as a result 
o f tho Civil w ar th a n all the oth ers 
com bined, outside of the world war. 
Tho am ount was $6,427,106,586. 
P e n ­ 
sions paid to Indian fighters and th e 
widows am ounted to $25,640,832. Next 
cam e the war of 1812, with pension 
paym ents reaching $46,145,923. 
For 
the war of the Revolution the U nited 
States paid $70,000,000 in pensions; 
for the Mexican w ar $56,545,364: for 
the war with Spain $126,673,369. 
In 
addition 
the governm ent 
has 
paid 
$67,567,368 In pensions for its regu lar 
establishm ents of the arm y and the 
navy; $16,513,425 for unclassified pen- 
sions, and $168,538 pensions for the 
world war that have been handled by 
the bureau of pensions in place of the 
United S tates v e te ra n s’ bureau.

Washington, Nov. 19.—A sim ple in­ 
auguration entirely devoid of frills is 
the wish of President Coolidge. 


The coming inauguration will be as 
plain and unpretentious as any ever 
held in the history of the government. 
There will be nothing of the spectac­ 
ular about it, to the disappointment 
of hotel and boarding house keepers 
of th e capital. 
To one of President 
Coolidge’s serious turn of mind it will 
be a so'em n occasion and one where 
riotous hilarity would be out of place. 
ii would surprise no one if the inau­ 
gural parade and the inaugural ball, 
tim e-honored features of these quad­ 
rennial occasions, should be dispensed 
with altogether. 
P resid en t Harding set a precedent 
for a simple inaugural, which makes 
it easier for President Coolidge to 
follow’ than if the old order of inau­ 
g urals had continued without Inter­ 
ruption. 
W hen Mr. H arding learned that his 
friend. Dr. Saw yer, and o th e r n eig h ­ 
bors from the old hom e tow n w ere

L ittle less amazing wqs the conduct 
of Clarence, the younger son, who ad­ 
mitted that he discovered the body 
nearly two hours before his father, 
that he believed his mother to be in 
the furnace, but that he refrained 
from raying anything, preferring to 
“let someone else find it opt.”

CHINA'S FIGHTS MAY 
OPEN TERRIBLE WAR 


Sleeping Giant Is Believed 
to Be Awakening. 


Washington, D. O.—After more than 
a decade of petty political bickering 
over the control of Chirm the whole 
country now bids fair to bronk out in 
war to determine if unification can be 
effected by conquest. 
From Peking, 
the ancient capital in tile north, to 
Canton, tile vast river city in tile 
south, troops are afoot. 
There are 
marchings and counter-marchings urn! 
the sound of tiring is heard in many 
places, chiefly along a 25-mile front in 
the vicinity of Shanghai. 
Gen. Chi Hsieh-yuan, anfu-tuchan or 
military governor of the province of 
Iv la rigs u, has flatly declared that tile 
time has come when, if Chinn is to be 
unified again into one great nation, It 
must be done by the sword. W hether 
the war which now is in progress will, 
in fact, be fought out to so bitter an 
issue or whether it will in 
a 
few 
months break up into minor conflicts 
between rival provincial governors re­ 
mains to l»e seen. 
The immediate fact 
Is that a million men are under arms. 
Tile trouble started over the rivalry 
of two provincial governors. 
The city 
of Shanghai, with well over a million 
population, is the New York of China. 
It Is the great port of foreign trade.

The situation may he put into Ameri­ 
can terms as follows: 
New York citi­ 
fies In New York state. Connecticut I* 
just over the border. The governor of 
Connecticut claims the right to rule 
and tax New York city. The mayor of 
New York city is willing to side with 
the governor of Connecticut. The gov­ 
ernor of New York decides he will, by 
force, take charge of the city and oust 
the mayor. 
That is the immediate situation, but 
what makes the situation one of world 
importance is that larger factors ore 
entering. 
Marshal Tsao Kun is president of 
China with his capital at tile ancient 
Imperial city of Peking.

China republic, with Dr. Sun Vat Sen 
at its bead. He makes his capital at 
the great city of Canton. Ile has taken 
sides with the defense commissioner of 
shanghai and the governor of Che­ 
kiang. 
This may he compared to the 
President of tile southern Confederacy 
at the time of the Civil war taking 
sides with tile governor of Connecti­ 
cut In the imaginary American com­ 
parison. 
Now, in addition, thoro is far to the 
north tin* great Marshal Chang, the 
dictator 
of Manchuria and eastern 
Mongolia. 
Ile has taken the side of 
the governor of Chian*.

In oklahoma tilers is an organize- 
tion sponsored by the American Le­ 
gion. known as the soldiers’ relief com­ 
mission of Oklahoma, which has re­ 
cently done a great service to those 
veterans of the World war who ara 
confined to Oklahoma penal institu­ 
tions and who, the commission Anda, 
are for the most part either mentally 
deficient or suffering from physical 
disability. 
The legion wants these 
facts taken Into consideration in the 
care and treatment of these unfortu­ 
nate evidences of a world at war. 
They base their appeal for reform and 
a new consideration of the incarcera­ 
ted veteran upon the following facts 
disclosed by their survey of Oklahoma 
prisons: 
Of the 358 former service men now 
confined in Oklahoma institutions, ap­ 
proximately 15 per cent of the whites 
and IO per cent of the colored inmates 
were found to be cit lier mentally defi­ 
cient or otherwise pay copa th ic. 
One 
hundred and fifty inmates, former serv­ 
ice men, were found to be suffering 
from 
physical 
disabilities 
Twenty- 
one former soldiers In Oklahoma pris­ 
ons are classed as illiterates; 20 have 
had no schooling whatever, while 72 
men can barely read and write. 
Only 
nine whites and 
two colored 
have 
completed high schools, a great major­ 
ity having less than a common school 
education. Only 41 of the 358 confined 
are serving second sentences; 07 are 
married and 86 have children. 
Apparently a largo number of ex- 
servtee men were attracted to Okla­ 
homa, fellowing the war, in search of 
the liquid gobi called oil. 
And then 
came tile “dry holes” and the business 
depression, resulting in many of these 
men, abnormal in many Instances and 
lacking the restraints of home in other 
instances, being led into trouble. 
In presenting their report the com­ 
mission made tile following recommen­ 
dations : 
“The confinement in a penal institu­ 
tion of an honorably discharged sol­ 
dier, sailor or marine does not forfeit 
a claim on his part against the federal 
government, arising from his military

Such men, however, are usu­ 
ally Ignorant of their rights and very 
largely reluctant or helpless to assert 
them.

We farth er recommend that a 
full-time neuro-psychiatrist expert be 
assigned to the prisons, Blat the pris­

defectives; 
better 
Wards for fuberculars; separation of 
first oft enders from hardened criminals 
and vocational training classes along 
lines of preferential sc! -ction by the 
inmate.”

Origin of Expression "O. K.”

It may he used as a noun 
or as a verb. 
The origin of the ex­ 
pression is in doubt, 
it is sometimes 
ascribed to Andrew Jackson as bis 
humorous abbreviation of “oil kor- 
rect” (all correct) ; sometimes to an 
Indian chief, Old Keokuk, as his signa­ 
ture by initials. 
Another possible ort- 
gin of the expression was brought to 
light in 190B, at the time of the death 
of Cornelius Kendall of Chicago, 
Mr.
